Battleship Czareyitcb and Three 
Torpedo Boat Destroyen in 
Hinds of Oermany. 



THE CZAR'S m HAULED DOWN. 



It is Wry I-lkply That These War- 
Ships W ill Mot Fifbt Again 
Daring Tlili War. 



Cruiser Askold U In Dock and a Tor- 
pedo Boat Destroytr i| Being Dis- 
myntlad — Pallada and Diana 
j Rtachad Viadlveateic. 

Tslngtau, Aug. 16. — The Russian 
jbatlMlUp Ctarovltch and tbrea •torpe- 
do Doat destroyers are now in' the 
I bands of the local German government 
I for repairs, but it is improbable that 
'these twnMs wiU flght ngala la thta 
:war. 

Capt. Tniptael, chief of the military 
and civil administration of the pro- 
jtectorate of Kiauchau, after having 
completed provisions for the neutral- 
ity of the crews of the Russian war- 
ships during their stay here, proceed- 
|ed to go on board the Czarovitch. 
iTtae crew of the battleship was alarm 
ed at the advent of Capt. Truphel's 
party and seized their weapons. They 
woit' <)iii(kly <iiiipt{'(1, howcvpr, Jiiid 
the commander of the Czarovitch was 
informed that it was nece.sfary that 
Itbe Russian flag be hauled down and 
I remain down pending the completion 
iof the repairs. The Czarovitch s flag 
iwns thpn lowered, amid iniprcsKive 
'fonnalii K s after which Capt. Tniplid 
I visited each of the three destroyers, 
(whose flags also were lowered. 

It is thought here that if the Rus- 
inlanti persist in repairing their ships 
'th<y will eventually have to disman- 
|tle thf-in because of the vastly supe- 
irlor ft)r( e of the .litiiaiiese, which is 
I waiting for them outside the harbor. 
! According to the regulations which 
'govern situations such as the one ex- 
isting here the destroyers will not he 
'permitted to leave in a body, but must 
go out at intervals of six hours. 

It is believed here that the Riisnian 
.erulsers Paliada and Diana Itave 
ireactaed Vladlvoatok.

iLloyde from Shanghai says that the 
cruiser Askold has gone into dock and 
a torpedo boat destroyer, the Grozo- 
vol, is being dismantled.

In some ways they are the most 
primitive as well as the fiercest of the 
island races. The Bagobos are rapidly 
becoming extinct, there being but 
about 6,000 of them now alive.

Aug. 16.— Among the 
ilstlnguished visitors In Ix)ui8vllle 
Monday night was Judge W. H. Taft, 
secretary of war, who is the guest of 
Judge John W. Barr. He Is en route 
to Washington, and stopped in Louis- 
vlUo to spend a few houri with Judge 
Barr, with whom he was associated 
on the federal bench In this district 
for 30 years. An effort was made by 
Logan C. Murray to induce Judge Taft 
to remain in Louisville Tuesday to 
view the Pythian parade, but he de- 
clined to accept urging that he is now 
overdue in Washington. Mr. Murray 
broached the subject of West Point, 
Ky., as an army post, and Judge Taft 
said: 

"I have already recommended to 
congress the purchase of four sites, 

and wc need four more. I will rec- 
ommend these at nu distant day, and 
West Point win probably bo oao oC 
them."

ANOTHERJFFORT. 

Mayor Harrifon Will Attempt to 
Bring Peaee Between the 
Packers and Striken. 

BOTH SIDES WILL MEET HIM. 



A Large Committee of the Retail 
Dealers Asked the Mayor to 
Use Hli eood Oflloes. 



There Were a Number of Conferences 
Monday Having in View the 8et- 
tlsmsnt of tho Strike, But Re- 
sultod in Nothing. 

Chicago, Aug. IG.— Mayor Harrison 
will attempt to settle the Btockyards 
Strike. He will meet the representa- 
tives of the strike and hear their aide 
of the controversy. Later he will have 
a meeting with representatives of the 
packers and listen to their statement, 
and he will then undertake the task 
of reconciling the differences. 

A large committee of the retail deal- 
ers called upon him Monday after- 
noon and asked him to use his good 
offices in ending the strike. The may- 
or said that he would gladly do all 
that lay In his power to put an end to 
the trouble, and a meeting between 
him and the labor leaders was at once 
arran.ccd for. 

The mayor then set about arrang- 
ing a meeting with the packers and 
they promptly sent him word that they 
wotjld BMOt him, but they were unable 
to agree upon an hour for the confer- 
ence for the reason that the mayor 
cotild not tell how long his sessit)n 
with the labor leaders would continue. 
Me will meet the packers, however, 
soon after the meeting vith the men 
is over. 

1 here were a nnmbor of eoafaraaooa 

during Monday, all having the settle- 
ment of their strike in view, but none 
of them resulted in anything. 
, It is asserted that the alleged secret 
meeting between the packers and the 
strikers wss srranged for by W. E. 
Skinner, assistant general manager of 
the rnit>n Stockyards and Transit Co. 
It is said that he went to President 
Donnelly, of the butchers' union, with 
a written proposition providing that 
the packers reinstate their old men 
as rapidly as possible and that the 
question of wages should be left to 
arbitration. It is said that he told 
Donnelly that if he would sign the 
proposition, Mr. Skinner would under- 
take to see that it was signed by J. 
Ogden Armour. Donnelly said that he 
could not sign, as he was compelled 
to submit all propositions of settle- 
ment to the Allied Trades before he 
could take action. He agreed to do 
this and the representatives of the Al- 
lied Trades accepted the proposition 
with the iiiserfi( n f f) c clause, "If 
all il(i.-i:i.>~ (.in In t..;.-l.iCtorily ar- 
ranged." 

This proposition, it is said, was ta- 
ken by Mr. Skinner to Mr. Armour, 
and it was suggested by the latter 
that It bo shown to the other packers. 
The matter went no further than this.

STRIKERS' MOTION OVERRULED. 



They Are Restricted From Picketing 
the Zeilglsr Coal Co.'s Minoa.

of the mine.

England Prohibits Having it Placed 
on Amsriean Made Silver Plato. 

Washington, Aug. 10. — The treasiiry 
Monday issued the following state- 
ment: American silver plate manu- 
facturers have been in the habit of 
sending their wares to England for 
the purpose of having the "Hall Mark" 
of Kngland placed upon them, with a 
view, as is stated, of deceiving .-Xmer- 
ican purchasers into bflieving the 
goods to be of English manufacture, 
and importers of such goods have 
been enabled to get their goods back 
free of duty, although thus marked, 
bocaiipe, imder itr.tapraph 1.1, of the 
tariff act. this niarlJng is not confMl- 
ered as an improvenK'iit In con'l.' in 
of advancement in value and as the 
provisions of Sections 8 and 11 of said 
act regarding marking are not appli- 
cable to reimported domestic goods, 
England not being tho country oC ori- 
gin of the goods. 

The secretary of the treasury Is 
now informed by the secretary of 
state that an act has boon passed by 
tho British parliament preventing the 
use of tho English "Hall Marks" on 
AmarlMHi silverware in England.

Motion Passed to Petition Congress 
to Pass a Bill Providing That An 
tx-Prlsoner Se i»aid IS Por 
Kaeh Day In Prison. 

Boston, Aug. 16. — The camp fire of 
the National Association pt Union Ex- 
Prisoners of War was hold la Tremont 

Temple Monday night in connection 
with the 32d annual encampment of 
the association. 

Col. J. D. Walker, of Pittsburg. Pa., 
national commander of the associa- 
tion, opened the evening's exercises 
in a brief address, and introduead 
Capt. John A Read. U. S. N., who pre- 
sided. Capt. Head recounted some of 
his experiences during an eight 
months' confinement In a confederate 
prison and he declared that the men 
who died miserably in military prisons 
were as heroic and did as glorious a 
work for their coimtry as diil those 
\vb I ( lui,i^'' d til'' enemy in battle. 

C v .Ii.hu I. Hales fullowed. ■ 'Phi-* 
union prisoner of war," he said, "was 
not kept prisoner In vain, for be help- 
ed to save his country and make a 
reunited land, so that to-day the blue 
and the gray sit down in old FaneuU 
hall and liie;ik bread to;,'eiher. 

"As I s-;iw yon marching ilu.nmh 
our streets to-day, bearing the ban- 
ners inscribed with the names of 
those prisons in which you suffered 
so miserably; when 1 ^aw >o\i, tli.> re- 
maining few of the many t hoi.s;nids, 
1 said, 'There is the true lesson in pa- 
triotism.' 

"To-night I welcome you to Massa- 
chusetts as mon who havo fought a 

good fight and men who have kept the

Col. Dana King, of New Hampsliire, 
was the last upeaker. His remarks 
were of a reminiscent nature. The 
camp fire closed with the singing of 
"America." 

Much time was falicn up with a dis- 
cussion as to whether the ex prisoners 
would rather have a medal of honor 
or a pension from the United States. 
A motion asking tho United States to 
issue a special medal of honor to all 
those veterans who had been In rebel 
prisons was lost, and It was almost 
lunanimously voted to petition the next 
congress to pass a bill providing that 
every prisoner of war be paid two 
dollars for each day he was in prison.

Recent rains have greatly Improved the out- 
look tor the growing crops of hurley and dark 
tobacco, as they were fairly geueral over the 
State. They have been moit bountifal in the 
hurley (Miction, with good raiut'dll reported at 
Lexington, Maraville, Mt. Sterling aud Rich- 
mond. The outlook U satisfactory, but trade 
authorities are disagreed as to the hUj of the 
crop, many contendiOK that tbe burley produc- 
tion will not be as large as antiolpatsd.
